"We have a system." remarked Mr. 
ThAnpRon to a representative of the 
Hawaiian Oasette. “that can be tuned 
properly, and which defies, any other 
Ryitun to cut In and receive Our mes- 
aagea. A few weeks ago the manager 
of the I’nited Wireless Company asked 
me to let him know when we were 
sending, as he would try tb get some 
of our no usages When I told him 
that we had been constantly—day and 
night—sending and receiving, h- 
threw up hla hands. 

••We broke all records by sending a 
message over one thousand miles on 
land, and the waves had to cross. or 
go through, the Sierra Nevada moun¬ 
tains. We can send three hundred 
words a minute at present, and only 
our own receiving apparatus can take 1 
the message 

"The Poulsen wireless la the result 
of years of work on the part of Vlad- 
mlre Potilsen of Copenhagen, and He 
started on th*- same lines as Marconi 
did years ago After much research, 
poulsen decided that Marconf was on 
the wrong track, and he worked for a 
long time on the Invention that has 
now turned ont to be the greatest 
marvel of the age.
